THE  FRENCH  OCCUPATION. 

On  the  23rd  of  June,  1604,  the  festival  of 
St.  John  the  Baptist,  a  small  French  vessel 
sailed  into  the  harbor  and  continued  on  up  the 
river  until  she  grounded.  That  intrepid  navi- 
gator, Champlain,  was  one  of  those  on  board, 
and  to  the  beautiful  river  which  he  had  dis- 
covered he  gave  the  name  St.  John,  in  honor 
of  the  day.  Preparations  are  now  making  for 
a  fitting  celebration  on  the  2.3rd  of  June  next 
of  the  ter-eentenary  of  Champlain's  discover^-. 

St.  John  of  today,  with  its  htun  of  com- 
merce, its  wharves  to  which  come  the  ships  of 
all  nations,  taking  to  the  markets  of  the  world 
the  produce  of  our  fields  and  our  factories; 
St.  John,  with  its  beautiful  churches  and  state- 
ly homes,  its  broad  streets  and  well  kept 
squares,  is  indeed  a  vastly  different  place  fmm 


broad  streets,  over  which  pass  hurrying  throngs 


of  busy  men  and  women,  there  were  only  cedar, 
spruce  and  pine  trees,  growing  in  luxuriant 
lieauty  to  the  water's  edge,  with  a  zig-zag  trail 
leading  here  and  there  through  tiiem.

The  difieoverers  did  not  long  remain,  but 
noon  after  came  one  of  the  Jesuit  fathers,  who 
lived  alone  with  the  Indians,  learning  their 
language  and  teaching  thera  the  way  of  the 
Cross.

Fn  l(l(i7  .\cadia  was  i.^ded  back  to  France, 
and  the  history  of  the  succeeding  twenty  years 
is  one  of  fishery  disputes  Iwtween  the  English 
anri  French,  piracy  aii<l  bloo.lshed  both  on  land 
itnd  sea,  and  all  because  of  the  greed  of  land, 
where  there  was  plpnty  and  to  spare.

So  rapiil  was  the  developmi  nt  of  this  indnstry 
that  St.  .lohn  at  one  time  stood  fourth  among 
the  ship  owninjr  |M,rts  of  the  world.  Then 
tlieri)  were  dozens  of  shipyards,  and  thoiisandt 
of  men  earned  their  liveliluRid  out  of  the  indus- 
try, (tradualiy  the  stei  I  ship  sii]i|)lunted  the 
Woollen,  and  then  came  the  steamers,  and  the 
liiisini'ss  of  shipliiiildiiif;  wane<l  anil  finally 
died,  liiit  those  who  had  found  a  home  here  in 
those  golden  days  remained  and  turned  their 
attention  to  other  lines  of  trade,  so  that  today

That  this  had  a  good  cffeet  the  splendid  build- 
ings on  the  business  section  —  King,  Charlotte, 
Prince  W^iiliaiu,  Germain  and  adjacent  streets,

Of  the  system  itself  it  can  be  sa' 
in  its  prais»'  that  when  the  British  governmei. 
undertook  wluciitional  work  in  the  .Vew  South 
.\frican  Colonies  it  investigated  the  schwd 
system  of  all  the  colonies,  anil  then  tixjk  a  New 
Brunswick  teacher  to   introduce   the  methods

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of  this  Province.     There  in,  of  oi.ur><e,  altsulute 
freeduiu  of  religioiw  worsliip,  ami  the  eity  ha-s 
well    on    to    a    hundre<l    eliiirehes,    embracing 
practically  all  denominations.      El)iac•opalian^<. 
Methodists,  Baptists,  Presbyterians  and  Honian 
Catholics  are  the  most  numerous,  but  Cougrepa- 
tionalists,  Disciples  of  Thrist,  Heformed  Pres- 
byterians,  Tnitarians,  Jews,   and   many  other 
»ect»  have  places  of  worship,  while  the  Salvu 
tion  Army  here,  as  elsewhere,   is  to  be  foun.l 
doing  its  mission  work.    The  government  of  the 
city  consists  of  a  mayor  and  lifteen  aldermen, 
all  elected  by  the  votes  of  the  whole  body  of 
citizens,  and  holding  ottice  for  one  year.     Thev 
have  absolute  control  over  all  matters  of  civic- 
government,    streets,    sewers,    lights,    tire   and 
police  protection,  etc.     Taxation  is  at  the  rate 
of  $1.62  on  each  $100  of  income,  real  estate 
and  personal  property,  and  a  tax  on  $300  car- 
ries with  it  the  right  to  vote,  so  the  franchise 
may  be  said  to  be  general.     .V  small  property 
qualification  is  necessary  to  a  ca'.Hdaey  for  tiie 
office  of  mayor  and  aldermen,     i  lie  sum  raised 
this  year  for  the  civic  expense  is  $443,7«7.50, 
levied  on  11,878  tax  payers,  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  taxpayers  of  437  over  the  previous 
year,  a  good  evidence  of  the  growth  in  popula- 
tion. 

The  water  supply  of  the  city  proper  is  pro- 
cured from  Little  River,  and  that  for  the  west 
side,  or  Carleton,  from  Spruce  Lake.  Both 
supplies  are  practically  inexhaustable.  and  the 
water  on  either  side  of  the  harbor  is  as  good, 
pure,  sweet  and  wholesome  as  is  to  be  foun.l 
anywhere.  The  fact  that  the  city  is  built  on  a 
succession  of  hills,  sloping  towards  the  harbor, 
gives  excellent  drainage,  and  the  rising  and 
falling  tides  carry  out   to  sea   all   that   goes 


through  the  swwers,  so  the  city  is  a  partic-ularly 
healthy  one,  with  a  remarkably  small  death 
rale,  and  absolutely  free  from  epidemics. 

The  telephone,  and  telegraph,  electric  light 
and  street  cars  are  all  operated  by  private  cor- 
IMjrations,     and     their    systems     are     mcjdem 
and  up  to  date,  while  the  rates  are  reasonable. 
St.  .lojin  has  many  splendid  charities,  U.th  pub- 
lic and  private.     A  large  hospital  is  maintained 
at  the  public  expense,  and   there  are  besides 
homes  for  incurables,  protestant  and  catholic 
orphan  asylums,  homes  for  the  aged,  and  many 
other  similar   institutions,    all   doing  a   noble 
work,  and  affording  the  best  of  care  and  protec- 
tion to  the  orphan,  the  aged  and  the  afflicted. 
Some  of  these  are  the  results  of  noble  benefi- 
ciaries.    All  are  managed   by  prominent  citi- 
zens, who  give  ungrudgingly  of  their  time  to 
see  that  the  institutions  are  properly  and  wisely 
governed,  and  that  the  inmates  receive  the  best 
of  care  and  attention. 

St.  John  is  a  beautiful  as  well  as  a  clean 
city.  Its  fine  streets,  broad  sidewalks,  solid 
and  imposing  business  blocks,  stately  homes, 
and  its  wharves  at  which  can  be  seen  the  ships 
of  all  nations,  impress  the  visitor  most  favor- 
ably, and  carry  conviction  that  the  people  are 
prosperous  and  progressive.  The  homes  of  the 
laboring  classes  —  and  St.  John  is  essentially 
a  laboring  city,  as  its  mills,  ite  iron  foundries, 
its  cotton  factories,  and  its  hundreds  of  other 
industries  bear  evidence  —  are  all  well  kept, 
and  nowhere  can  there  be  seen  signs  of  poverty 
or  distress.  There  is  work  and  living  wages 
for  all  who  are  willing  to  work,  and  life,  while 
not  easy,  is  certainly  not  hard,  and  is  not  with- 
out its  comforts,  even  to  the  humblest.

aw  always  rool.  The  Boenery  on  all  sides  is 
picturesque  antl  pleasinp,  and  the  many  beauti- 
ful drives,  and  the  op[)ortunities  for  boating, 
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fishing  and  sea  bathin;;  make  pleasant  the  stay 
of  the  tourist.  A  special  attraction  to  all  visi- 
tors are  the  wonderful  reversing  falls  at  the 
mouth  of  the  river.  They  are  a  phenomenon 
found  nowhere  else  in  the  world.  The  river 
St.  John  —  450  miles  in  length,  and  fed  by 
numerous  tributaries  —  as  it  nears  St.  .John  is 
a  mighty  stream,  more  than  a  mile  wide,  and 
of  great  depth.  Then  the  binks  narrow,  anil 
right  at  St.  .John  the  whole  inunense  vol\une  of 
water  finds  its  way  to  the  ocean  through  a  nar- 
row gorge  little  more  than  400  f-.pt  wide, 
spanned  by  two  bridges,  one  a  steel  cantilever 
used  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  the  other 
a  sHsprnsion  bridge.  The  latter  was  bnilt  in 
Ifi.'Ji,  has  a  span  of  fi40  feet,  and  is  70  feet 
alx)ve  high  water.  It  cost  $S0,000.  The 
bridge  is  hung  on  ten  cables,  supported  on 
stone  towers  53  fe;'t  high,  and  in  the  cables 
there  is  570  njiles  of  wire.     To  return  to  the 


falls.  The  tide  in  the  harbor  of  St.  John  has 
a  rise  and  fall  of  ab<nit  i'7  feet.  This  means 
when  the  tide  is  out  the  water  in  the  harbor  is 
•27  feet  lower  than  at  high  tide,  aii<l  about  20 
foe-  lower  than  the  average  level  of  the  river. 
Then  the  waters  of  the  river  rush  through  the 
gorge  with  great  veliM-ity,  making  a  fall  and 
rapids  of  no  mean  proportions.  Slowly,  as  the 
tide  rises,  the  chariiclcr  of  the  rapids  undergo 
a  change.  They  iH-cunie  less  violent,  and  finally 
a  point  is  reached  when  the  river  and  harbor 
waters  are  on  a  dead  level,  and  then  craft  of 
all  kinds  can  pass  through.  But  the  tide  is 
still  rising,  ami  soon  the  harlmr  water  is  on  a 
level  above  that  of  tin'  river.  Then  tiie  rush 
of  water  is  up  stream,  ami  the  rapids  again 
show  themselves  running  in  the  opposite 
direction  from  that  of  a  few  hours  before,  and 
the  outward  flow  of  the  river  is  checked  by  the 
inrusliing  waters  of  the  Atlantic.     At  high  tide 
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there  are  (piite  a  iii'avy  rapids  from  the  harlsir 
up  the  river,  but  not  .so  heavy  as  that  from  the 
rivir    downward.      Twice    every    twenty-four 
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hourt  thii  change  takes  pltoe,  and  dnring  the 
short  time  that  there  u  level  water  the  ahipping 
for  up  river  points  passes  under  the  bridges 
into  the  placid  waters  of  the  beautiful  river. 
The  river  itself  aflFords  excellent  opportunities 
for  boating  and  canoeing,  while  at  many  points 
along  the  shore*  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  and 
within  easy  reach  of  the  city,  are  splendid 
facilities  for  sea  bathing. 

FISH  AND   OAME. 

Many  of  the  summer  tourists  find  pleasure 
and  recreation  in  fishing,  the  trout  and  salmon 
being  abundant  in  the  streams  and  lakes  of  the 
Province.  In  the  fall  of  the  year,  after  the 
departure  of  summer  visitors,  there  is  a  rush 


of  sportsmen  for  partridge  and  duck  ihootiag 
and  big  game,  for  New  Brunswick  is  the  beat 
moose  and  deer  shooting  country  in  the  whole 
world.  St.  John  is  the  centre  from  iHiich  the 
game  lands  of  the  Provfnce  are  most  easily 
reached,  and  every  man  who  goes  into  the  woods 
is  sure  of  a  good  outing;  certain  of  deer,  and 
almost  equally  certain  of  those  lords  of  the 
forest  —  the  moose  and  the  caribou.  Year  by 
year  the  number  of  sportsmen  coming  to  the 
Province  increases.  The  Provincial  fee  for  a 
license  is  only  $20,  and  last  year  more  than 
$5,000  was  cntribiifed  to  the  revenue  in  this 
way.  There  were  none  who  went  home  e"ty 
handed.  Many  come  year  after  year,  sure  of 
a  good  time  and  of  plenty  of  game.

And,  as  already  noted,  the  volume  of  Canadian 
trade,  owing  to  the  rapid  settlement  and  rapidly 
increasing  production  and  consuming  power  of 
the  great  west,  grows  larger  year  by  year,  with 
practically  imlimited  possibilities  for  the 
future.  Of  this  increased  business  St,  John 
must  inevitably  command  an  increasing  share. 

PRRffDICES  RE.MOVED. 
ft  is  interesting  now,  as  a  matter  of  history, 
to  note  .some  of  the  difficulties  the  energetic 
iind  progressive  citizens  of  St.  John  had  to 
overcome  in  their  struggle  for  recognition  of 
the  claims  of  their  port.     It  was  declared  that 
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the  navigation  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  owing  to 
fogs  and  currenta,  was  extremely  dangeroii?. 
To  thig  the  Board  of  Trade  replied  by  an  offi- 
cial statement,  showing  that  for  ten  years  the 
percentage  of  loss  of  tonnage  of  steam  and  sail- 
ins  ressels  as  compared  with  the  total  tonnage 
entered  and  cleared  at  St.  John  was  only  .0011 
of  one  per  cent.  It  was  also  shown  that  the 
port  was  not  snhject  to  any  greater  dtiration  of 
fogs  than  the  other  ports  along  the  Atlantic 
coast.

It 
whs  a  long  struggle.  Over  forty  years  passed 
from  the  time  wh^n  a  leading  citizen  declared 
lit  a  chamber  of  commerce  meeting  that  St. 
John  should  become  the  Liverpool  of  America, 
before  the  first  experiment  was  made  in  189,') 
t..  test  the  adaptability  of  St.  .Tohn  as  a  winter 
port  for  the  trade  of  western  Canada.  And 
iH-fore  even  this  was  accomplished  the  city  had

$13,837,911.

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In  addition  to  the  above  statement,  there  was 
exported  from  St.  John  to  South  Africa,  in  tlie 
winter  of  1902-3,  grain,  flour  and  meal,  sheep, 
lumber,  hay,  cheese,  butter,  eggs,  meats,  manu- 
factured goods,  apples  and  miscellaneous  goods 
to  the  value  of  8665,836.  The  exports  to  South 
Africa  in  the  preceding  winter  were  valued  at 
SI  ,672,721,  but  this  included  horses  to  the  value 
of  $307,500,  and  hay  valued  at  $995,045.  Last 
winter  there  were  no  horses,  and  hay  to  the 
value  of  only  ?2e,887.  And  in  the  previous 
winter  there  was  no  cheese,  butter,  eggs,  meats 
or  apples,  so  that  in  point  of  really  valuable 
trade  with  South  Africa  there  was  a  notable 
de\elopment  in  1902-3  over  1901-2.  And  this 
is  a  trade  capable  of  large  development.

THE  LrMBER  TRADE. 

St.  John  is  a  great  lumber  sliipping  port, 
and  this  is  an  important  fact  in  connection  with 
the  winter  port  business, as  steamers  are  alwa\s 
able  to  secure  lumber  ns  part  of  their  cnrw,, 

forty-one 
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wliich  k  very  often  desirable.  There  are  ten 
lar^e  sawmills  at  St.  John,  and  the  product  of 
many  others  comes  in  by  rail  or  in  schooners 
for  shipment  from  the  port.  The  St.  John 
river  and  its  tributories  drain  an  enormous 
territory  that  bears  valuable  timber,  chiefly 
spruce,  although  there  is  some  pine  and  hem- 
lock and  much  valuable  hardwood.  Timber  is 
shipped   from   St   John    to  the    British   Isles,

jjHE  Province  of  Xew 
Brun«wick  offers  an 
inviting  field  for  per- 
sons wishing  to  settle 
in  a  new  country, 
where  there  is  room 
for  growth  and  de-

hardship  and  isola- 
tion of  pioneer  life.  The  climate  is  very 
healthful,  and  the  extremes  of  heat  and  cold, 
because  of  proximity  to  the  seaboard,  are  less 
marked  than  in  regions  farther  inland. 

For  the  per  ,  n  with  small  means  desiring 
to  settle  and  become  the  owner  of  a  farm,  the 
Province  offers  unequalled  advantages.

Lime,  pypsniii, 
granite,  coal,  and  mangane.se  are  extensively 
mined  in  various  parts  of  the  Province  with 
much  profit.  During  the  last  year  large 
deposits  of  petroleum  and  natural  gas  have 
been  discovered  in  the  Counties  of  Westmor- 


induptries.  There  are  five  cotton  mills  in  the 
Province.  Woodworking  factories,  rolling 
iiiills,  machine  shops,  Imiler  and  engine  worKS,

In  1806  James  Manchester,  James  V. 
Robertson,  and  Joseph  Allison  started  in  tiie 
dry  goods  biiainexg  in  tlie  Knnis  A:  Gardner 
building  on  Prince  William  street,  8t.  John. 
Their  premises  were  nine  feet  front,  tifty  feet 
deep,  and  they  occupied  three  flats.  Besides 
themselves,  the  staff  consisted  of  one  clerk  and 
two  boys. 

At  present  ManeheMer  Robertson  Allison, 
Limited,  are  easily  the  largest  business  ho\i8e 
in  St.  John,  with  premise;*  on  King  and  Ger- 
main streets,  and  on  Market  square-.  In  con- 
trast to  the  staff  of  IHfiC  they  now  employ  over 
three  hnndreil  clerks. 

From  the  beginning  prosperity  attended 
this  concern,  and  in  about  a  year  after  th'iir 


start  they  im>ved  to  more  extensive  premises 
on  Market  st|uare,  vacated  by  Lawton  k  Vasaie. 
Here  b-.isineas  still  grew,  and  in  1H73  the  firm 
took  their  pr('s«>iit  location  on  King  street,  but 
not  occupying  all  the  space  they  now  utilize. 

Mr.  Manchester  retired  fourtei'n  years  ago, 
or  in  18»H,  and  xince  then  Messrs.  Robertson 
and  Allison  have  conducted  the  businesii  un'til 
quite  n>cently.  At  the  beginning  of  the  pieaent 
j'car  the  coni-ern  was  transfonned  into  a  private 
corporation,  composed  of  James  F.  Robertson, 
president;  Joseph  Allison,  vice-president; 
W.  II.  Bamaby,  treasurer  (these  being  the 
directorate)  ;  and  T.  F,.  O.  Annsfrong,  secre- 
tary. The  capital  »tock  is  $800,000.  in  shares 
of  $100  each. 

Such,  in  brief,  is  the  history  of  the  largest 
business  house  in  St.  John,  an  establishment  of 
which  the  city  is  justly  proud.  Manchester 
Robertson  Allison,  limited,  carry  all  kinds  of

Quite  recently  the  Couipany  hag  purchased 
a  large  building  on  King  street,  adjacent  to  the 
prewnt  main  store,  and  this  is  b»'ing  fitted  up 
as  H  clothing  and  gtn+leiiien's  furnishing  depart- 
ment. When  tliis  building  is  completed  the 
business  will  eover  more  floor  space  than  any 
other  house  in  the  Maritime  Provinces.

In  comparison  with 
the  products  of  other  manufactories,  it  is 
worthy  of  note  that  at  an  exhibition  held  in 
1902.  in  England,  samples  of  Jones'  ale  and 
porter  were  given  a  high  place,  and  won  for 
the  ooiiipany  the  following  from  the  CJountry 
Brewers  Oazette: —

While  the  products  of  this  brewery  are 
known  in  all  of  eastern  Canada,  the  principal 
business  of  the  firm  is  confined  to  the  three 
Maritime  Provinces — New  Brunswick,  Nora 
Scotia,  and  Prince  Edward  Island. 

Beaides  the  ales  and  porters  manufactured, 
considerable  attention  is  given  to  aerated 
waters,  and  these  are  produced  in  great  variety.

For  over  thirty  years  the  name  of  Jamea 
Pender  has  been  associated  with  the  manufac- 
ture of  n»ls  of  various  kinds,  but  never  has 
this  work  been  carried  on  such  a  large  scale 
as  at  present.  Mr.  Pender  holds  the  position 
of  manager  of  the  James  Pmder  Nail  Co.,  and 
is  qualified  for  his  work  by  many  years  experi- 
ence, both  in  general  hardware  and  as  manufac- 
turer. 

On  May  1st,  1873,  be  began  with  £.  R. 
Moore  the  manufacture  of  cut  nails,  which  con- 
nection was  continued  for  four  years,  and  in 
August.  1877.  after  the  great  St.  John  fire,  the 
manufacture  of  horse  nails,  with  die  Dodge 
Forging  Machine,  the  best  of  its  kind  at  the 
time,  was  liegun  on  his  own  account,  and  con- 
tinued until  1886,  when  W.  O.  Purdy  became 
HSHOciated  with  him  in  the  horse  nail  business. 

About  1890  a  new  improved  wire  nail  was 
discovered,  for  which  patt.-.ts  were  secured,  and 
in   1891  the  preeont  Company  was  organiced 
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for  the  manufacture  of  thi«  improved  wire  nail, 
which  was  trade  marked  under  the  name  "  Bull 
Dog,"  and  which,  as  soon  as  put  on  the  market, 
proved  a  great  suoe^ss,  capturing  over  twenty- 
five  per  cent,  of  the  total  Canadian  business 
within  the  first  year  of  its  manufacture.  This 
poaition  was  maintained  for  some  years,  and 
being  imitated  by  other  manufacturers,  a  fur- 
ther improvement  was  made  in  1803,  whereby 
•  "Coated  Bull  Dog"  nail  was  put  on  the 
Canadian  market,  which  has  had  a  large  nin 
ever  since,  and  occupies  the  leading  position 
in  Canada  for  spvcial  naiU  for  box  and  caxe 
making,  crating,  etc.,  and  is  highly  esteenwl 
by  those  who  use  nails  for  tliis  purpose. 

The  peculiarities  of  the  "  Bull  Dog  "  and 
"  Coated  Bull  Dog  "  nails  are,  that  as  compared 
with  bright  wire  nails,  the  foniier  possesses 
fifty  per  cent,  more  holding  power,  and  the 
latter  over  one  hundred  per  cent,,  which  results 
in  considerable  economy  and  better  work. 

Quite  recently  the  Company  have  designed, 
constructed  and  put  in  operation  some  new 
and  improved  automatic  horse  nail  forging 
machines,  which,  on  account  of  the  principles 
of  operation,  namely,  a  graduated  rediiction 
distributed  over  a  number  of  pairs  of  dies,  the 
output  is  more  than  double  as  compared  with 
the  old  Dodge  forging  machinex;  the  waste 
reduced,  and  also  the  cost  of  manufacture, 
while  a  much  more  uniform  and  perfect  nail 
is  secured. 

The  Company  occupy  about  three  to  three 
and  a  half  acres  of  grou'id,  half  of  which  is 
covered  with  buildings  equipped  with  machin- 
ery of  the  most  modem  kind  for  the  purpose 
used,  which  enables  them  to  ronipete  with  all 
comers  in  the  Canadian  market.    The  plant  is 


capable  of  turning  out  fifteen  tona  of  nails  of 
various  kinds  per  day.  The  Company  manu- 
facture all  size*  and  kinds  of  nails  from  one- 
half  inch  brads  to  ten  inch  spikes,  and  employ 
upwards  of  one  hundred  hands,  and  are  con- 
vinced that  with  the  great  development  now 
going  on  in  Canada,  ita  future  ia  very  promis- 
ing.

The  block  in  what  is  known  as  Lower  Cove 
district  of  St.  John,  bounded  by  Charlotte, 
Broad,  Sydney,  and  Brittain  streets,  is  occu- 
pied almost  wholly  by  the  Maritime  Province 
branch  of  the  James  Bobertson  Co.,  Ltd.  The 
name  of  this  Company  is  known  in  Canada 
wherever  heavy  metal  and  plumber's  supplies 
are  used,  and  is  a  synonym  in  the  Provinces  by 
the  sea  for  all  that  is  finished  and  modem  in 
metal  work. 

The  head  offices  and  works  of  the  Company 
are  located  in  Montreal,  but  the  St.  John  branch 
is  practically  a  distinct  plant,  inasmuch  as  in 
it  many  of  the  different  varieties  of  atock 
handled  ai\>  manufactured.  This  bran«^  waa 
established  jn  the  jrear  J  878  by  A.  A. 
Macmichael,  who  shortly  afterwards  waa  trans- 
ferred to  Toronto,  where  he  now  holds  the 
position  of  manager.  On  the  1st  May,  1003, 
John  Keefe  succeeded  as  manager  of  the  St 
John  business,  who  has  been  with  the  Company 
for  upwards  of  twenty  years. 

For  the  first  few  years  after  its  establish- 
ment the  St,  John  branch  handled  only  metal 
stock  through  the  Montreal  works,  but  in  i^88 
the  present  large  factory  was  built.  This  «as 
devoted  t<.  the  manufacture  of  heavy  metals, 
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mill,  circular,  am)  ganjt  and  shinplo  sawg,  white 
lead,  li(|uid  colors  and  plumberg'  supplies.  Five 
years  later  a  lead  pipe  press  was  put  in,  and 
three  years  apo  the  plant  win  f\irthcr  extended 
by  the  addition  of  a  brass  foiin<lry.  The  chemi- 
cally pure  white  lead  and  the  Monareh  liquid 
colors  put  out  by  this  manufactory  are  stan- 
dards, known  all  over  the  Provinces.  In  lead 
pipe,  the  St.  John  branch  turns  out  larger  sizes 
than  any  other  concern  in  Canada,  these  being 
intended  for  use  in  pulp  mills.  Of  the  quality 
of  the  stock  pri^uced  much  oonld  be  said  but 
little  is  necessary,  as  it  is  so  well  and  favorably 
known  to  all  the  trade.  The  tnie  criterion  as 
to  this  is  the  amount  of  business  done  by  the 
fompany,  which  has  doubled  within  the  past 
few  years,  and  continues  to  rapidly  increase. 
Hetwe<'n  thirty  and  forty  skilled  workmen  urc 
employe<I  by  the  St.  John  branch,  while  two 
travellers  represent  the  Company  in  the  Mari- 
time Provinces.

The  people  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  of 
Canada  are  very  Inrpe  consumers  of^ea,  and 
thotigh  in  former  years  it  was  China  tea,  it  is 
now  chiefly,  and  in  steadily  growing  proportion, 
■Rritisb  grown  tea  from  India  and  Ceylon.  St. 
John  is  one  of  the  great  tea  distributing  cen- 
tres, importing,  blending  and  packing  for  the 
trade  of  a  wide  area. 

Harry  W.  deForest  is  one  of  the  best  known 

tea  merchants  in  the  Provinces,  having  a  large 

estnblisbnient.  and  devotin-r  his  entire  time  to 

the  ten  trade.     In   1S4S.  his  father.  Oeorec  S. 

deForest.   was  selling  tea   and   eroceries  in   n 

wholesale  way  in  St.   John,  and  wns  credited 
fighty 


with  keeping  the  best  line  of  teaa  in  the  city. 
It  was   then   imported   from   London.     Some 
twenty-five  years  ago,  Harry  \V.  deForest  was 
in  the  employ  of  tho  wholesale  house  of  Hall  & 
Fairweather,  when   that  firm   purchased   their 
first  line  of  teas.     He  took  an  active  part  in 
their  tea  business  for  seven  or  eight  years,  and 
when   he   went   into  business   with   his  father 
seventeen  years  ago,  it  was  to  push  the  tea  trade 
of  the  firm.      They  jjot   a  tea   called   Union 
Blend,  put  up  for  them  in  London,  finding  that 
it  was  a  tea  which  suited  the  trade  of  the  peo- 
ple.   It  was  the  first  hlend  of  India  and  Ceylon 
teas  place<l   on   the   provincial  market.      Ever 
since  that  time  Mr.  deForest  gave  his  attention 
to  the  tea  branch  of  the  business,  and  a  few 
years  ago  he  separated  from  the  old  firm  and 
went  into  business  entirely  on  his  own  account. 
Prior  to  this,  however,  he  had  visited  Ixndon, 
interviewed  the  trade  there,  and  purchased  for 
his     firm     the    best     blending     and     packing 
machinery  to  lie  hiid.     Since  that  time  he  has 
blended  and  packed  all  his  teas,  importing  them 
himself  from  India,  Ceylon,  China  and  For- 
mosa,    ^fr.   deFoi.-»;    -"xs  the  first  St.   John 
merchant  to  ship  tea  in  carload  lots  to  New- 
foundland,  and  he  has  now  a  branch   in   St. 
John's,   in  charge  of  C.   D.   Chetwynd.      Six 
years    ago    Mr.    deForest    introduced    Union 
Blend  in   the  United  States  market,  and  was 
working  up  a  good  trade  in  a  number  of  towns 
when  the  Spanish  war  tax  was  ptit  on.     That 
tax  has  since  been  removed,  and  he  is  again 
shipping  tea  to  the  States,  having  sent  forward 
about  a  thousand  packages  this  year.     But,  of 
course,   his   chief   market    is    in    the   Maritime 
Provinces,  part  of  Queliec,  and  in  Xewfoimd- 
land.

H.  Thome  it  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  the  largest 
wholeMle  hardware  merchants  in  the  Lower 
Provinces.  In  1892  the  business  was  turned 
into  a  limited  company  for  tlie  purpose  of  meet- 
ing the  largely  increased  trade. 

The  business  and  head  offices  are  on  Market 
»<li«*«j  ^f-  John,  where  they  occupy  two  large 
buildings,  divided  into  many  different  depart- 
ments. The  floor  space  in  the  main  building, 
which  is  seven  stories  high,  is  25,200  feet,  and 
in  the  annex,  13,000  feet;  besides  this  they 
have  additional  warehouse  space  of  45,350  feet. 

One  of  the  departments  in  tlie  main  build- 
ing contains  solid  silver,  plated-ware,  cut  glass 
and  cutlery.  Of  the  latter  tiicy  make  a 
specialty  of  the  bt-tt  Eniflish  kihmI.s.

What  is  now  H.  O.  Dun  &  Co.,  Mercantile 
Agency,  was  first  established  in  New  York  in 
1841.  Lewis  Tappan  was  the  founder,  and 
after  carrying  on  the  business  for  five  years, 
he  admitted  Benjamin  Duglaas  into  partner- 
ship, the  firm  name  being  Tappan  &  Duglaas. 
In  1851  Robert  Graham  Duu  entered  the 
employ  of  the  firm,  and  on  account  of  his  busi- 
ness abilities,  was  rapidly  advanced.

T'^pwanls  of  two  )iundro<I  hands  are  employ- 
ed at  the  brewery,  but  tliis  hy  no  means  repre- 


sents the  entire  staff,  for  those  in  the  numerous 
agencies  outnumber  the  ones  at  the  main  works. 
In  all  there  are  six  bottling  depots  in  different 
parts  of  Panada — in  St.  John,  Jf .  B. ;  Montreal 
and  Q\iebet',  Que ;  Ottawa,  Toronto  and  Hamil- 
ton, Ont.  liesides  these,  Labatt's  agencies  are 
found  in  every  city  of  any  importance  in  the 
Dominion,  from  Halifax  to  Vancouver.

The 
building,  only  a  sihhII  portion  of  which  was 
first  leaseil,  is  now  aliiKist  wholly  ofcupie<l  by 
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Labatt'i.  It  utends  from  Dock  to  Nelion 
itrcrf*,  and  eren  with  the  iipBw  now  available 
there  ii  not  tuflieiest  room  for  the  bniinena 
whirh  is  being  done.

SUN  OIL  REnNINQ  CO.,  UMITED. 


The  Maritime  branch  of  the  Sun  Oil  Refin- 
ing Co.,   Ltd.,   was   established   in   St   John 
upwards  of  six  years  ago.     The  agency  was 
originally  confined   to  an  office,  but  as  time 
passed  the  business  grew  to  such  an  extent  that 
it  was  found  advisable  to  have  a  storage  and 
barrelling  plant  on  the  spot.  Shortly  afterwards 
land  was  purchased  at  Barrack  Point,  the  aouth- 
esHtern  projection  of  St.  John  peninsula.     On 
this  land  large  storage  tankH  wtre  erected,  and 
shortly    afterwards    the   barrelling   plant    was 
built.    This  latter  is  conxidered  one  of  the  finest 
and  most  modem  in  Canada.     A  branch  rail- 
road runs  past  the  storage  tanks,  and  on  this 
tank  cars  are  received.    By  means  of  this  up-to- 
date  and  convenient  plant,  the  Company  is  in 
a  position  to  handle  large  orders  at  very  short 
notice. 

Until  quite  recently  the  St.  John  agency  has

Quite  lately  a  new  reflnerv  lia.*  been  erected 
and  opened  at  Potrolia,  Ontario.  This  is 
known  as  the  Canadian  Oil  ftefining  Cn.,  and 
the  refinery  is  fur  the  purpiise  (if  furnishing 
oh«ip  neutrals  and  oils  from  Canadian  pro- 
ilui'ts.  This  concern  has  a  laru:e  wax  plant  in

In  the  St.  John  offices  the  Western  Union 
has  fifteen  operators,  twenty-nine  other  em- 
ployees and  ten  measengers.  The  offices  are

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OT»r  twenty  /mm  ago  Cbarlct  A.  White 
started  a  tranafer  eumpany  in  Mt  Joka.  A 
few  yi-an  later  II.  C.  Urem  became  a  partner 
in  tlie  butine**,  and  ahortly  ffterwarda  Mr. 
Green,  upon  buying  out  Mr.  Wbiie't  interaat, 
•Mumed  sole  control  of  wbat  ia  now,  and  haa 
■inoe  its  eaUbliabment,  been  known  as  White's 
Express  Co. 

Mr.  Qreen  employs  nine  teama  and  ten 
men,  and  handles  the  largest  tranafer  busineu 
in  S».  John.  The  different  slovens,  drays,  and 
express  wagons  an*  kept  busy  all  the  time,  and 
sativfaction  is  alway*  guaranteed.  The  Com- 
pany's sublet  are  in  what  i»  known  as  the 
north  end  of  St.  John,  and  quite  recently  a  new 
office  hu  been  opened  at  5S  Mill  street.

The  St  Jolm  Iron  WorLa  occupy  a  large 
block  of  land  at  tlie  d^'ep  wnter  Urminug  of  the 
Intercolonial  Hailway.

The  name  of  this 
Company  ii  especially  well  known  in  connection 
with  high  class  mill  outfits,  and  these  are  sent 
to  all  parts  of  Canada,  aumbers  being  in  use 
oven  on  the  Pacific  Coast.    In  marine  engines, 
too,  a  good  busincsa  ia  done,  and  within  the 
present    year    two  steamers  have    been    fully 
fH(uippe4t    from    propeller    to   funnel   by   this 
concern.      Other    article*    include    stationary 
enginefl,  marine   and    stationary   boilers,  port- 
able   and   hoisting  engines,    surface   and   jet 
condensers,   propellers,   heavy   scrap   and   rail 
shears,  Ross  patent  lath  mills,  and  in  fact  all 
kin'U  of  things  manufactured  by  large  concern* 
of  this  kind.

On  the  ground  floor  are  the  officea,  equal  to 
any  in  St  John,  and  the  receiving  and  ship- 
ping room.  A  large  aleotric  elevator  is  con- 
veniently arranged  near  the  side  entrance  for 
the  conveyance  of  goods  to  the  upper  floors, 
while  a  hand  hoist  in  another  part  of  the  build- 
ing allows  goods  to  be  lowered  to  the  ground 
floor.

Some 
export  business  was  accepted  at  one  time,  but 
this  had  to  be  given  up,  as  the  Provinces  afford 
all  tl;e  field  necessary.  Haley  Bros.  &  Co.'s 
factory  is  located  on  Broad  street,  between 
Charlotte  and  Sydney  streets,  in  St.  John.

The  capital  stock  of  this  Company  is

These  three  lines  command  the 
highest  prices  ranging  in  Canada,  and  the  sales 
are  continuously  increasing.  Besides  these,  all 
general  lines  of  eonfecionery  are  made,  includ- 
ing a  high  grade  caramel,  and  velveteen 
molasses  kisses,  both  of  which  are  in  strong 
<lemand.

The  firm  of  John  Kimball  &  Son,  Kimljall 
street,  St  John,  buy  and  sell  hides,  and  have 
been  doing  it  for  more  than  thirty-five  years. 
The  present  manager  is  George  A.  Kimball,  who 
succeeded  his  father,  continuing  the  business  in 
the  old  firm  name. 

In  the  large  establishment  on  Kimball  street 
hides  and  sheepskins,  numbering  thousands  every 
week,  are  handled.  These  are  purcha.sed  from 
regular  consignors  throughout  the  Maritime 
Provinces,  and  are  sent  to  St.  John  in  the  green 
state.  The  hides  are  salted  and  packed  and 
resold  to  the  different  tanneries,  many  of  them 
going  back  cleanefl  and  ready  for  the  vats  to  the 


localities  from  which  they  were  first  received. 
Sheepskins  receive  somewhat  more  attention, 
as  the  wool  is  pulle<l  from  these,  cleaned  and 
sold,  whil"  the  slats  are  prepared  for  the  tanners. 
On  an  average  seventy  thousand  sheepskins  and 
thirty  thousand  hides,  of  ditferent  kinds,  are 
handled  in  a  year.  For  this  work  twelve  men 
are  employed,  and  the  appliances  in  the  factory 
are  of  the  most  modern  type.  Besides  hides  and 
skins,  this  concern  deals  in  rough  and  smooth 
tallow,  rendering  the  latter  at  the  Kimball  street 
works.  Most  of  the  cleaned  wool  is  sold  in 
Montreal,  but  a  certain  quantity  finds  a  market 
in  the  Maritime  Provinces.

Mr  Sill)erst«-in'N  factory  is  em  the  corner  of 
Prince  William  am.  Oliurch  streets,  and  has 
Ijeen  ill  o|»'r«tion  under  his  inanagenient  for  the 
IJast  three  years.  Previous  to  this,  Mr.  Silber- 
stein  spent  the  gn-ater  jiart  of  his  life  in  the 
toliacco  business,  and  is  experienced  in  all  its 
branches.  Among  the  better  known  brands 
made  by  him  are  Yours  Truly,  Havana  Queens, 
Havana  Perfectos,  Flor  de  la  Habana,  and  Activi- 
dad,  in  the  ten  cent  line,  and  in  five  cent  cigars 
the  Banker,  Fern  Pink,  Small  Boquet,  Polar 
Queens,  and  Havana  Specials.  For  the  factory 
Mr.  Silberstein  imports  directly  all  his  stock. 
He  employs  only  skilled  labor,  and  all  the  goods 
turned  out  are  hand  made.  Quite  recently  Mr. 
Silberstein  has  occupied  a  well-fitted  retail  store 
at  81  King  street,  where  he  now  has  his  office. 
In  this  establishment  all  kinds  of  smokers' requi- 
sites are  found,  comprising  cigars,  tobaccos,  cig- 
arettes, pipes,  and  many  other  lines.

The  first  telephones  were  used  in  St.  John 
in  1870,  when  a  biisines.s  house  ran  n  private 
wire  between  tlicir  two  establishments.  At 
present  over  fourteen  hundred  instruments  are 
in  use,  ami  tlio  exchanjre  l'uildin<!  and  plant  is 
of  the  moat  modern  stvle. 

Tile  history  of  tiic  tel"plionc  service  from

1879  till  the  present  day  is  an  interesting  one. 
About  1880  the  Dominion  Telegraph  Co. 
introduced  the  Bell  patent  in  St.  John,  and 
about  the  same  time  the  Western  Union  Tele- 
graph Co.  opened  an  exchange,  using  the 
Edison  system.  Each  of  these  exchanges  ha<l, 
through  time,  about  seventy-five  subscribers, 
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but  it  wag  difficult  to  persuade  the  public  that 
telephones  were  of  commercial  value. 

When  the  Bell  Telephone  Co.  was  formed, 
the  two  small  companies  in  St.  John  were 
l>oiight  by  it,  and  the  St.  John  e.\eiiangeg  united 
in  a  building  on  Prince  William  street.  Dur- 
ing the  period  from  18S2  till  1888  the  tele- 
pliono  systems  underwent  various  changes, 
the  final  outcome  being  the  present  New  Bruns- 
wick Telephone  Co. 

Up  till  1886  the  wires  were  strung  on  build- 
ings, trees,  chinmeys,  or  anything  that  would 
serve  the  purpose,  but  in  that  year  the  Com- 
pany commenced  placing  poles  and  stringing 
wires  on  them. 

In  the  earlier  years  the  old  fashioned  Bell 
and  Edison  instruments  were  used,  with  a  drop 
switchboard.  Upon  the  amalgamation  of  the 
two  small  companies,  the  Bell  concern  intro- 
duced the  magneto  system,  nsing  Post  &  Co.'g 
switchboard.  Later,  magneto  bells  were  placed 
on  a  Williams'  switchboard,  and  after  this  the 
Oilliland  board  and  the  single  line  grounded 
wire  system  was  in  use. 

Upwards  of  a  year  ago  the  If.  B.  Telephone 
Co.  commenced  the  erection  of  a  modem 
exchange  at  18-22  Prince  William  street.  This 
has  recently  been  completed,  and  is  now  occu- 
pied. The  buildinsr  is  of  bricV  and  stone,  is 
fitted  with  steel  beams,  and  the  RoeWing 
system  of  concrete  fire  proof  floors  and  roof. 
Tt  is  three  stories  in  heieht,  and  contains  on 
the  first  floor  the  pnv  stTtion  and  storerooms, 
on  the  second  the  general  offices  and  instru- 
ment rooms,  and  on  the  third  floor  the  opera- 
ting and  terminal  rooms. 

Along  with  the  new  building  a  complete 
new  system  of  exchange  was  introduced.     This 
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wag  from  the  Mingle  Uiie  gruiimlcil  wire  to  the 
all  metallic  coiiiiiion  battery  Hvsteiii.  In  the 
central  ottice  then-  i«  a  five  section  lani|)  signal 
multiple  gwitchlxiard,  rei)iiiriiig  thrw  ii|H-ra- 
tor§  to  a  section.  The  cajiacity  of  thin  iii  0,5<>O 
instruments,  and  it  in  now  equipiMil  for  1,800. 
The  board  was  made  and  installed  by  the 
Kellogg  SwitchWard  Supply  Co.  of  Chicago, 
and  is  the  most  modern  in  use.  .Ml  wiies  are 
led  in  from  tlie  street  under  ground,  the  small- 
est unit  used  being  a  I'OO  pair  cable.  The  wires 
pass  to  the  main  distributing  fraine,  and  from 
thence  to  the  switchboard. 

The  power  for  ojierating  is  supplied  by  two 
banks  of  eleven  cells  each,  of  the  Electric 
Storage  Battery  Co.'s  Chloride  Accumulators. 
These  cells  can  bo  charged  from  a  gi'nerator 
run  either  by  a  gas  engine  or  by  the  city  power 
circuit 

In  St.  John  over  1,400  tel.^nones  are  in 
use.  The  Company  have  225  miles  of  wire, 
10  miles  of  poles,  5  miles  of  overhead,  and  con- 
siderable lengths  of  underground  cables.  In  the 
exchange  building  thirty  operators  are  employ- 
ed, and  an  office  staff  of  si.x.  Seventeen  other 
employes  attend  to  construction  work  in  the 
city. 

The  head  office  of  the  X.  li.  Telephone  Co. 
18  at  Fredericton,  and  the  office  at  St,  John  is 
<Mly  one  of  many  branches  througiiout  the 
Province.  The  Company  operates  trunk  lines 
extending  to  all  parts  of  the  Province,  and  con- 
necting with  outside  companies. 

A.  W.  Mcilackin  is  local  manager  for  St. 
John,  and  Walter  W.  Wells,  general  superin- 
tendent for  the  Province,  also  has  his  office  in 
this  city.

The  McLauchlin  Carriage  Co.,  Ltd.,  with  fac- 
tory and  head  offices  at  Oshawa,  Oiit.,  waa  estab- 
lifd-ed  in  186S.  Although  originally  by  no 
means  insignificant  this  crt-ditable  Canadian 
industry  has  steadily  increased  its  buniness,  and 
the  works  have  been  so  extended  that,  at  the 
present  time,  four  hundred  and  fifty  men  are 
employed  at  Oshawa.  The  factories  have  an 
annual  output  of  fifteen  thousand  wheeled  vehi- 
cles, and  this  gives  good  foundation  for  the 
belief  that  the  McLauchlin  Co.  are  the  largest 
carriage  manufacturers  under  the  British  flag. 
They  are  known  to  be  easily  the  largest  in  Can- 
ada. There  are  agencies  of  the  McLauchlin  Co.

The  limestone  ifi  a  mixture  of  carbonate  of 
lime  and  magnesia,  and  is  known  niineralogically 
as  a  dolimite.  It  occurs  in  abundant  (juantity 
near  the  city  of  St.  John. 

The  pyrites  is  of  the  cupreous  variety,  but 
although  very  widely  distributed,  it  is  not  yet 
mined  to  any  great  extent,  and  pulp  works  are 
consequently  compelled  to  import  Sicilian  sul- 
phur for  use  in  the  manufacture. 

The  coal  fields  of  Grand  Lake,  on  the  St.  John 
river,  have  proved  a  source  of  good  fuel,  which 


pulp  will  become  one  of  our  sUple  industries  in 
the  future.  In  the  Black  Fon^t  of  Saxony, 
official  returns  .ihow  that  they  can  grow  over 
3,900  trees,  of  25  years  growtli,  \ipon  one  acre, 
and  as  the  noil  am!  climate  in  this  country  is 
not  dissiniiliar  to  that  prevailing  in  Central 
Europe,  we  are  ju.stitied  in  believing  tLa*  the 
same  yield  of  spruw  could  be  obtained  ht'e 
under  proper  cultivation.

The  prueesH  adupied  for  tin-  converNion  of 
itpruee  wood  into  pajM-r  pulp  is  that  invente«l 
aljout  the  year  iHtiti  by  the  late  .Mr.  H.  ('. 
Tilghman,  and  is  what  is  known  in  the  chemi- 
eai  industritts,  us  the  "  Sulphite  W<x>d  Pulp 
Process."  It  conHists  ess4>ntially  in  digesting 
or  boiling  spruce  wcjod  iu  a  weak  solution  of 
bisulphite  of  lime  and  magnesia  at  a  high  tem- 
perature, whereby  the  encrusting  materials 
surrounding  the  fibres  of  the  woo<l  are  dis- 
solved, thus  lilierating  the  fibres.  These,  after 
going  through  a  process  of  purification,  are 
made  into  a  thick  sheet  of  canlboard  on  a  suit- 
able  mix-hine,    which,    when    cut    into    sipiare

one  hundi-ed 


.Sulphite  WiHid  Pulp.  The  tnodiis  o|N-r«udi  uf 
the  manufacture  is  as  follows:  It  ha*  been 
found  that  spruce  yields  the  la-at  fibre  for  the 
use  of  pa|N-r  makers,  and  hence  youn{{  iprucu 
wihhI  is  Usually  employed  ulone.  The  true*, 
which  have  an  average  diameter  of  from  eight 
inches  to  nine  inches,  are  felled  in  the  forest 
iluring  tile  winter,  b>p|Nil  of  their  branclie*, 
and  haideil  to  the  river  iMiik,  or  on  to  the  iit*, 
where  they  are  then  JMinnil  tugelher  in  rafts  fur 
c<<iivenienc<>  of  truns|N>rt.  When  the  rafta 
arrive  at  the  mill  the  logs  are  cut  into  two  feet 
lengths,  freed  from  bark  by  s[H><fial  uiachiiktry, 
and  ehop|)ed  or  cut  into  slices  diagunally  tu 
the  grain  of  the  wikhI.  These  slices  are  then 
bp'ken  up  by  a  disintegrator,  and  the  broken 
chiiNi  carel'idly  '<ieved  iu  order  to  get  rid  of 
sawdust  and  latfge  knots.  The  sawdtist  and 
chips  are  rejected  as  being  unsuitable,  Th«t 
sorttnl  chi|>s  an-  then  elevated  into  bins  placed 
immediately  over  the  large  boilere,  in  which 
they  are  converted  into  pulp. 

The  bisulphite  uf  lime  liquor  uied  for  dis- 
solving the  encrusting  materials  surrounding 
the  fibres  uf  the  woihI  is  prepared  in  special 
apparatus  by  passing  sulphurous  acid  gas, 
obtaine<l  by  burning  sulphur  in  the  air  in  iron 
returts,  thruugh  a  series  of  large  wooden  tubs 
containing  a  weak  milk  of  lime,  that  is,  lime 
largely  mixed  with  water.  Tlie  fluid  thus 
obtained  is  called  "  bisulphite  of  lime,"  and, 
having  a  strong  odor  of  sulphurous  acid  gas, 
it  is  stored  in  covered  tanks. 

The  process  of  lH>iling  the  wood  in  this  fluid 
is  conducted  in  Inrgc,  upright  Isulers  made  of 
mihl  s!  ■el  plates  rivetted  together,  lined  inter- 
milly  with  a  lining  composed  of  brick  or  hard 
Imrned  tile,  set  in  a  special  cement  mixture.

Huid  iH  allowiil  to  drain  from  tlu-  )iulp.  In  tliia 
way  the  wanti-  clu'mical  Huid  i*  Hcparatinl  from 
the  woo<l  pulp.  The  pulp  i^  tlien  read.v  to  bi- 
waDhed  and  puritied.  The  washing  is  conducted 
iniiide  these  tubs  by  mpans  of  a  spray  of  water, 
the  water  permeating  the  wholo  masM  and  dis- 
placing the  spent  liquor.  After  washing,  it  is 
then  puritied  by  a  proccsa  of  straining,  which 
consist*  iu  passing  the  individual  Hbres,  largely 
mixed  with  water,  through  narrow  slits"  cut  in 
brass  plates  in  a  machine  known  as  a  "Strainer" 
or  "Screen  ;"  the  individual  tibri'g  puss  through 
the  sli'a,  whilst  the  coarser  particles  remain 
behind  on  the  surfai-e  of  the  plates.  The 
coarse  particles  consist  mainly  of  knots  derived 
from  the  wood,  and  are  usually  ground  up  and 
sold  for  the  production  of  wrapping  paper. 
The  purified  pulp  is  then  converted  into  a

Hlie«t«  ami  packed  in  I  ah  «  M-ady  for  the  market. 
St.  John  lieing  situated  at  ihu  mouth  of  tlw 
largwt  river  in  the  I'rovince,  ami  U-iiig  the 
Winter  Port  of  ramidii,  the  facilities  which  it 
otTers  for  the  extension  of  this  manufacture  arc 
unique.  The  river  ilsi-lf  |M>ssesses  an  enormous 
water  slied,  mid  iiilerseels  very  exicnsivo 
forests,  from  which  exeenent  pidp  h.mhI  c«n  Iw 
obtained.  Uegular  steiimers  run  clinrt  to  the 
principal  |H>rtf  of  the  I'nited  Kingdom,  such 
us  London,  I,iver|H«d,  .Mundiester,  (iliL^ow  and 
lirislol,  the  service  lioing  siM-eially  gcsnl  dur- 
ing the  winter  months.  It  is  the  terminus  of 
the  Cunudiun  I'ueitie  and  Intercolonial  Kail- 
ways,  by  means  of  which  ctimnicniul  products 
can  lie  distributed  all  over  the  l'nite<l  Slates 
and  Tanada.  Tlic  ex|Hirts  of  the  port  U-ing 
greater  than  the  im|Mirts,  it  is  obvious  that  cheap 
and  lenient  freights  can  l>o  arranged  at  certain 
8<'aious  of  the  year  for  the  traiisiiort  hither  of 
raw  materials.  Small  Miiiiug  craft  an-  avail- 
able all  the  year  round  for  shipment  to  the 
United  Stat*-*  and  elsewhere.  Inde»d  it  is  not 
too  much  to  say  that  manufacturers  situated  in 
St.  John  can  ship  to  all  points  in  the  old  and 
new  world  with  facility  und  advantage.

One  of  the  places  of  interest  in  St.  John 
is  the  old  Record  Office  on  King  strw't,  pre- 
sided over  hy  Mr.  J.  Wriier  AIcLellan,  the 
Registrar  of  Deeds  and  Wills  f„r  the  City  and 
County  of  St.  John. 

Since  the  foundation  of  the  Province  in 
1784,  the  law  has  r«|uiretl  de«-ds  and  convey- 
ances of  land  to  lie  registered  at  full  length  in 
Record  Books.  There  are  now  goine  "f»,000  of 
such  dwnnienfs  written  out  in  the  h<ioks  of  tliis 
office.  Since  Mr.  McL.'Ilan's  appointment  to 
office  in  1804  he  has  snc^ceeded  in  improving 
the  methods  of  doing  husiness,  especially  in  the 
matter  of  indexing  the  records.  Formerly  the 
deeds  were  indexed  hy  the  names  of  tl)e  par- 
ties to  them  without  regard  to  the  alphahet, 
except  as  to  the  first  letter  of  the  surname  of 
the  grantor  or  grantee. 

It  will  be  seen  how  hard  a  task  it  hecaine  to 
search  through  long  lists  of  names,  extending 
through  many  volumes  of  indices,  especially  in 
the  event  of  poor  penmanship  or  wrong  spell- 
ing, or  when  the  sequence  of  names  was  broken 
hy  marriage,  heirship,  etc.  Xow  the  inde.xrs 
are  alphabetical  down  to  the  third  letter  of  'he 
party's  surname. 

Mr.  MeLellan  thinks  there  is  still  room  for 
reform,  in  the  way  of  modernizing  the  old 
indexes,  plans,  etc.,  which  he  hopes  to  make,  if 
supported  by  the  Municipal  and  Provincial 
authorities.  Besides  the  records  of  convey- 
ances. Mr.  MeLellan  is  custmlian  of  some  7,«15 
bills  of  sale,  and  7.38  lien  notes,  filed  with  him. 
In  the  course  of  the  year  ending  1st  August, 
lfO.3,  conveyances  were  recorded  to  the  numlter 
of   1,157,   beside  chattel   transfers  and   liens. 


showing  that  a  large  amount  of  real  estate  busi- 
ness is  being  done  in  St.  ,l,.lm.  It  is  worth 
mentioning  that  among  the  papers  recorded  is 
a  Bill  of  Sale,  dated  U'th  January,  1701,  con- 
veying from  one  Johnson,  of  Brooklyn,  Xew 
York,  to  Daniel  DuflFe,  of  Saint  John,  for  £40, 
the  person  and  use  of  a  female  negro  slave, 
"  Xaney,"  indicating  that  slavery  was  then  an 
institution  not  unknown  in  Xew  Brunswick.

The  Telegraph  Publishing  Companv.  in 
addition  to  publishing  their  newspapers,  hitve 
an  up-toHlate  pUnt  for  all  classes  of  job  printing 
and  binding.  The  printery  is  one  of  the  largest

of  uu  little  iujur^'  to  the  buaiueiM.  Uwing  to 
liMaeH  ou  property  apparently  ut'  the  game 
nature,  but  iu  reality  differing  very  greatly  in 
ita  tire  hazard,  rates  have  iu  uaseti  been  demand- 
ed out  of  all  proportion  to  tlie  average  lo«8.  V 
marked  inatanee  ia  the  eaae  of  sawn  lumber, 
which  iu  tlio  Weat  ia  atackod  in  dry  piles,  each 
layer  of  boards  or  deals  separated  by  strips 
from  that  beneath,  in  order  to  promote  the  dry- 
ing, to  which  tlie  climate  also  conduces,  while 
iu  the  Maritime  Provinces  lumber  ia  usually 
close  piled  ami  kept  moist  aud  damp.  Hence 
serious  tires  among  such  lumber  have  been 
infretiuent,  while  in  the  West  they  are  of  com- 
mon occurrence.  The  ctuduct  of  the  business 
from  Jlontreal  or  Toronto  leads  to  a  pressure 
for  higher  rates  on  such  lumber,  the  greater  part 
of  whidi  is  constHiuently  not  insured.  Aud 
this  is  but  one  instance  out  of  many  which 
might  be  mentioned. 

From  St.  John  as  a  business  centre  any 
point  iu  the  Maritime  Provinces  can  be  reached 
in  less  than  twenty-four  hours.  And  it  is  not 
too  much  to  say  that  t  .  the  influence  of  the 
Companies  n'aking  St.  JohL  Jieir  headquarters 
for  those  Provinces  much  of  the  success  of  the 
business  has  been  due. 

The  business  is  steadily  extending  and 
assuming  large  proportions.  The  Fire  Insur- 
ance premiums  in  1902  reached  the  sum  of 
$1,280,000,  an  amount  very  nearly  as  large  as 
those  derived  from  all  Canada  at  the  time  the 
Dominion  was  established  in  1867. 


From  its  geographical  position  St.  John 
furnishes  an  excelleut  centre  for  the  business 
of  the  Fire  Insurance  Companies  in  the  Mari- 
time Provinces.  It  is  a  fact  well  known  to  all 
successful  Underwriters  that  the  experience  oi 
various  districts  differs ;  and  this  circumstance 
miut  be  taken  into  account  if  the  busiueaa  of 
the  Companies  is  to  W  curried  on  with  advan- 
tage. The  insurance  rate  for  dwellings  in  Eng- 
land is  less  than  one-fourtli  of  that  fuuud 
necessary  iu  most  parts  of  North  America,  aud 
it  is  the  same  with  mercantile  and  miuiufuctur- 
ing  rates.  The  divergence  is  marked  not  only 
over  the  larger,  but  even  in  more  limited  dis- 
tricts. In  one  County,  or  section  of  a  County, 
fires  will  be  found  to  be  of  less  fretjuent  occur- 
n-nee  than  elsewhere.  It  ia  only  by  careful 
obsen-tttion  that  information  us  to  such  districts 
can  be  made  use  of  with  useful  results. 

Of  late  years  there  has  been  a  tendency  to 
centre  the  business  of  the  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
panies in  Canada  at  Montreal  or  Toronto,  the 
ugont  or  niuuager  in  tlu;  Maritime  Provinces 
iN'ing  thus  deprived  of  the  advuntage  of  direct 
and  almost  indirect  correspmidence  with  the 
Head  Oflice  abroad,  while  the  Head  Ottioe  loses 
also  the  benefit  of  the  experience  and  skill 
developed  through  the  New  Brunswick  Board 
of  Fire  I'nderwriters,  which,  it  is  not  too  much 
to  say,  holds  a  foremost  place  among  associa- 
tions of  the  kind. 

The  circimistanees  of  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces are  so  different  from  those  of  other  parts 
of  Canada  that  this  tendency  has  been  the  cause 
one  hundred  and  eight 
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Onp  of  the  nuMt  pharniiii({  if  the  iiubnrb«n 
RUiiiiiier  ri-sortii  in  the  vifinitv  of  tho  i'ity  of 
8t.  John  i«  situate  about  onr  mile  distant  from 
the  western  boundary  line  .f  the  city,  and 
fronts  on  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  being  popularly 
known  na  Duck  Ckivu,  but  rv-iiained  this  seaaon 
HanM-Huuci-on-the-Bay.  Hero  u|ioii  ettUte  of 
about  twenty-three  aeres  in  extent  a  niunber  of 
sunurer  cotta^tes  have  been  built,  and  are 
rented  by  the  owner,  Mr.  I).  R.  Jack,  of  St. 
John,  jiartially  or  fully  furnished,  as  required, 
tu  viMitom  who  come  there  chiefly  from  the 
inland  towns  and  citie*,  seeking  tlie  delights 
of  sea-bathing  an<l  sea  breexes,  and  the  many 
other  enjoyments  usually  obtainable  at  a  well- 
conducted  summer  resort.  The  cottages,  six- 
teen in  number,  are  scattered  about  the  grounds 
apparently  at  haphazard,  but  a  careful  exami- 
nation will  convince  the  observer  that  a  pre- 
conceived plan  has  hern  carefully  followed  out, 
so  as  to  give  to  the  occupants  of  each  cottage, 
as  far  as  practicable,  seclusion,  a  good  view  jf 
the  Bay,  with  its  continuous  panorama  o  boats, 
large  and  small,  and  proximity  to  a  good  sup- 
ply of  pure  spring  water.  An  abundance  of 
pure  water,  i'or  drinking  and  cleansing  pur- 
poses, is  a  sine  qua  non  for  a  comfortable  and 
healthful  habitation,  and  so  well  is  this  property 
supplied  with  water  from  a  source  which  is  be- 
yond possibility  of  contamination  that  no  dwell- 
ing upon  the  place  is  distant  more  than  one 
hundred  feet  from  one  or  other  of  these  springs, 
while  in  several  instances,  one  has  but  to  step 

from  the  cottage  c    )r. 
one  hundred  and  ten 


Of  amusementa  for  old  and  young  in  and 
about  the  property  there  is  a  great  variety.  The 
sea-bathing,  of  course,  standa  pre-eminent,  and 
ia  much  indulged  in  by  viaitora  of  all  agea. 
The  seclusion  of  this  property  is  one  of  ita  moat 
valued  features,  and  the  sandy  beach  of  this  and 
the  adjoining  coves  give  ample  opportunity  for 
the  quiet  enjoyment  of  this  refreahing  and 
health-giving  pastime  for  its  devotee*,  either 
individually  or  in  groups,  a*  deaired. 

There  is  no  hotel  or  boarding  house  upon 
this  property,  and  cottages  being  in  great 
demaml,  the  proprietor  is  able  to  select  from 
among  the  varioiu  applicants  persons  of  nn- 
doubte<lly  goo<l  standing  and  respectability,  to 
whom  the  cottages  are  leased.  A  tennis-court, 
croquet  lawn,  swings,  and  kindred  amusementa 
are  to  be  foimd  here,  and  on  a  rainy  day  a  very 
pleasant  hour  or  two  may  be  spent  in  the  read- 
ing room,  which  is  well  stocked  with  daily  and 
weekly  papers,  and  with  magazines  and  other 
periodical  literature.  A  lending  library  has 
also  been  provided,  well  stocked  with  standard 
works  of  fiction. 

Usually  on  Saturday  evenings  throuj^out 
the  season  a  hop  is  held  in  a  ball  which  has  been 
provided  for  the  purpoae,  and  in  whioh  concerts 
and  aimilar  entertHinments  are  oceaaionally 
given. 

During  the  present  season  a  public  tele- 
phone has  been  installed  in  a  central  place,  and 
which  has  proved  a  great  convenience. 

In  the  matter  of  household  supplies,  every 
facility  is  afforded  for  prompt  and  satisfactory 
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wnrioe.  A  delivery  tnm  from  ■  large  groeery 
■mi  proviiion  liouie  caiia  twice  daily  at  each 
cottage  for  the  receipt  of  urden  and  delivery 
of  piodi.  For  laundry  work,  fuel  wipply,  and 
other  neceiMrieH,  equally  latiafactory  arrange- 
ment can  be  made. 

All  cottage*  are  well  conrtnicti'd  and  con- 
wmiently  arranged,  uaually  containing  a  gen- 
eral living  room,  kitchen,  fael  mom,  and  from 
two  to  Ave  bed-rooino.  Some  of  the«c  have  an 
even  greater  amount  of  accommodation. 

Suna-MHiei  nmy  be  reached  by  vinitoni  in 
neveral  way*.  It  ig  situate  one  mile  dirtant 
from  Fairville  Station  on  the  ('.  P.  Railway, 
and  i«  at  present  equally  dinUnt  from  the  Doiig- 
laa  Avenue  terminiw  of  the  Saint  John  Street 
Railway.  The  latter  company  have  now  under 
conatruction  a  line  of  track  froui  the  I)oiigla« 
Avenue  terminua  to  the  Carleton  Feny  Land- 
ing, which  will  reduce  the  distance  of  the  road 
to  S.ina-aouei  by  one-half.  Thie  extension,  it 
ii  anticipate<l,  will  be  in  operation  bv  Novem- 
ber, 1908. 

During  the  summer  season,  from  June  16 
to  September  15.  the  C.  P.  R  opeiute.  a  sub- 
urban service  upon  their  Carleton  branch,  run- 
ning three  trains  daily  both  ways,  frcr.i  the 
Carleton  Ferry  Landing  to  Fairville,  wi  h  u^n- 
nections  ei.'^^r  way  with  the  city.  The  nearest 
•topping  place  on  this  line  is  distant  about  100 
yards  from  the  principal  entntnee  to  the  Sana- 
■ouci  property.  Books  conUining  66  ticketa. 
good  in  either  direction  over  this  road,  may  be 


obtained  at  the  nominal  rate  ..f  five  cwita  per 
trip. 

Transportation  may  also  he  obtained  over 
the  line  of  the  \.  H.  Southern  Railway  Pom- 
iwny,  whose  trains  stop  for  pass(>ngers  at  the 
grounds. 

The  property  i^  U  woo.le.1  with  birch  and 
»*«-h  trees,  maple  and  elm,  as  well  as  spruce, 
fir  and  oe<lar,  affonlin,  shade  and  privacy,  as 
well  as  protection  from  the  north  ami  east 
winds. 

There  are  probably  few  more  desirable 
places  upon  the  American  coa^t  at  which  to 
enjoy  a  summer's  outing,  and  the  very  reason- 
able chaige  of  from  fifty  to  one  h„ndr«?  .lollars 
por  cottage,  places  such  an  outing  within  the 
reach  of  people  of  moderate  means. 

The  Lirge  coast  steamers  which  nm  between 
Boston  and  St.  John,  as  well  as  the  freight  and 
passenger  lK,ats  plying  to  Europe  and  the  West 
Indies,  pass  in  view  of  the  cottages,  and  with 
the  numerous  sailing  craft,  fishing  and  pleasure 
boats  continually  on  the  move,  give  a  pleasing 
variety  to  the  observer. 

Mosquito.*  and  black  flies  are  unknown  to 
this  resort. 

For  a  quiet  summer's  outing,  with  jtist 
enough  change  and  variety  to  prevent  mon- 
otony, there  are  few  places  better  adapted  in 
the  Maritime  Province,  of  Canada  than  this 
lovely  spot,  of  the  charms  of  which  this  notice 
can  give  but  a  faint  idea.
